25X1 ee The formation of PT boats was a training flotilla holding 
i8es in defcase against attack by low flying aircraft, The Greifs= 
walder Bodden was formerly uged by the Germans for FT boat and torteda boat training 
of units based at the Swinemenda naval station. The Bodden proved a very 
suitable maneuver area s especially for initiating inexperienced crows 
since the seaway and the wind force in these waters did not impair the 
Maneuvers to the same degree as in the Open sea. Since it could not be obs 
served that the Soviet boats fired practice ammmition, there is reason 
to believe that the crews were in the early stages of their training, 
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
